IN  tin;  Htli  ('('iilmv  the  Kmperor  Cliiirlcmiioiit'  hiiilt  the 
Ciistlc  Foisath,  on  tlu'  banks  of  the  Donloniu.,  in  A(|iii- 
tiinia.  twenty  miles  al)()vc  Hordoanx,  as  a  i('stiainini«' 
inlluencc  on  the  (Jascons.  It  was  aftenvaids  called  Korsath 
(le  Fronsac,*  later  spelled  Forsytli,  in  Scotland. 

He  made  it  the  capital  of  the  district,  and  a|)p()inted  as 
lirst  Comte  de  Forsyth,  one  of  his  suns,  who  hore  as  armo- 
rial the  imperial  ca^'lc  sahh'.  with  a  curonet  between  the 
heads,  and  he  was  ancestor  of  the  Comtcs  Forsvth  de 
Fronsac,  whose  possessions  in  the  eldest  line  male  continued 
down  to  the  loth  centurv. 

It  was  then  that  the  Knolish,  at  v  with  the  French,  in- 
vaded Acpiitania  under  command  of  the  Karl  of  Derby,  and 
ill  their  cc.urse  destroyed  the  Ciistle  Forsuth,  or  Forsyth  de 
I''ronsac.f

Hctorc  this,  ill  the  latter  jtart  nl'  tlir  1-Uli  (•ciitiirv  aiul  the 
l)('niiiiiiiiy  (it  tln'  14tli.  Scotlaiitl  ciiterefl  into  an  alliiiiicf  witli 
some  of  the  princes  and  nohh-s  of  Kiance.  in  onlcr  to  tj[aiii 
licr  indcpoiKU'iicc  frctiii  the  clainis  of  snzefainty  l*jinlaii(l 
proc'lainu'd  over  her. 

Anionn"  those  who  went  over  froiii  At|nitania  to  aid  the 
Scottish  kin_n',  Koliert  di-  l>rnce,  was  tin-  Chevalier  Oshert  de 
Forsyth,  son  of  IJohert  tie  Forsyth,  s|)oken  of  in  lladdini^- 
ton's  llisloiieal  Collections  as  rcceiviiin'  h)r  fealty  a  liiiiidicd 
solidatcs  teirac  teneiiicnto  de  SalUill.  in  Co.  Stirling,  from 
the  kino'.  \\v  heloiij^ed  to  a  yonn<^cr  hraiich  of  the  Comte 
de  Forsyth  de  Froiisac,  the  tdder  line  (lisai»}»caiin^-  at  this 
time   from    I'^reiieh  history. 

Ill  the  meantime  the  lief  of  Forsyth  de  l^'ronsac  reverted 
to  a  hraiich  of  the  N'alcis  family,  as  next  claimants  in  l''rance 
under  the  title  of  \'icomtc  de  I'^roiisac,  and  a  new  castle 
was  rehnilt    under  the  name  of  Chatean    I'lonsac. 

In  ^•')h\  the  title  was  once  moi-e  made  a  count,  and  in 
15")')  Antoine  de  Lustrac,  as  next  in  succession,  was  cn-ated 
Martjuis  de  I'^ronsac.  From  him  the  title  passed  to  the 
family  of  i»i'.  Cmmont,  and  in  l<iOS  Fronsac  was  ereetetl 
into  a  duchy  and  jiasscd  to  FiiANcis  I)'Oi:ij:ans  Longiik- 
VIIJ.E,  Comte  de  St.  I'ol.  At  his  death,  in  Iti^U,  without 
direct  heir,  the   peerai>'e  hecame  extinct. 

Tlie  cardinal.  Due  Die  IJH'iiici.iKf,  immmk  ministi:!;  of 
FltANCK,  however,  revived  some  claim  to  it  in  lti:U,  and 
transferred  it  to  his  nephew,  the  Maim.u'is  iu-:  F.inczi:,  who 
Was  an  admiral  of   P'ranec. 

In  l»i4(>  his  sister,  the  l'i;iNci:s.s  Die  Condi';,  the  next  heir, 
hecame  Duchess  de  Frons.ic,  and  at  her  ch'atli  the  title  went 
to  the  next  ridativt; :

TnK  Famii.v  ni'  Dknvs  ae(iuired  a  great  renown  in  France 
ill  (!onneetion  with  early  American  ex[»lorations.  In  1506 
('apt.  Jean  Denys,  of  Honfleur.  pnhlished  a  chart  of  that 
(iulfof  N.  America,  afterwards  known  as  th.e  (iulf  of  St. 
Lawrence. 

He  was  also  one  (»f  the  companions  of  \'eraz/ani  commis- 
sioned liy  the  king,  Francis  I.,  to  tiiul  lands  in  the  New 
World  for  France  in  1.V24.  His  grandson  Jean,  also  a  ca[)- 
tain  on  the  sea,  married  the  eldest  (diild  of  David  Forsyth, 
Lord  of  Dykes  in  Scotland,  and  claimant  of  the  de  Fronsac 
title  in  France.     Among  his  children  hy  this  marriage  were:

Nicolas  Dciiys  was  horn  at  Si.  \'iiict'iil  dc  Toms  in  l.V.is, 
and  was  ilaiinant  ol'  tlic  dc  b'roiisac  title,  lie  was  also  made; 
Ity  the  kinjj'  Ifoyal  (Jovismor  of  Acadia  entire.  On  account 
ol  ti'oiihle  with  the  ('iitholics.  he  heiiii^'  a  1 1  ncfiiciiot.  a  hic'- 
otcd  olTK-cr.  Lc  Uoin'ne,  secretly  planiKMl  an  amhnsli  at^'ainst 
the  j^overiior,  and.  witli  ollieis.  caiifnit'(|  him,  when  alone, 
and   carried   him   a    prisoner   to    I'oil,   l(o\al    (  .Vmiapolis ). 

lie  ohtained.  liowe\cr.  the  aid  of  the  Trotcstant  I'!ii_L;'li.sli, 
with  wIkum  he  was  force*!  to  form  an  alliance  for  his  own 
safely,  and  they  I'cleasod  him  hy  armed  inter\  t-nt  ion.  In  the 
meantime  he  had  opened  the  countrx  lo  colonists,  fostered 
ti'ade  witli  New  l'Jit;land,  Imilt  ships,  estahlished  the  town  of 
(iasp<'  as  his  capital,  had  a  h,  1  on  the  Straits  of  ('anseaii  to 
protect,  his  treasnr<'S,  wlii(  li  were  on  the  Cape  Ui'etoii  shore, 
from  the  sjioliat ion  of  his  enemies.  His  enemies  next  pro- 
ceeded to  petition  the  kini;' for  liisr(!mo\al  from  the  ^'ovmiior- 
shi|).  They  suceee(led  in  ^'ettiiiL,'  (liriUldiere  appointeil.  and 
de  I'^roiisac  retircfl  into  his  ow  n  teriitor\ .     Tlu!  new  Lioveinoi,

DE     FRONSAC'S    DOMAIN. 

Near  tlio  straits  of  C.tiiseau  w,ts  fie  Fronsac's  Fort  anrJ  Treasury,  and  Baddeck 
was  oiu-  of  his   ports  of  entry. 
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witli   llie  aid   of  tlie   king's  shij)s  iiiid  troops,  made  war  on 
<le  Froiisac,  seized  tlie  ships  hy  wiiicli  he   traded  with  New 
Kiiglaiul,  I)esie,o-(Hl  and  drove  liiin  from  the  fort  at  ranseau,got 
his  treasury  at   ('ai)e  P.retoii.  and  linailv  drove  him  from  the 
country.     Charlevoix,  in   ids  History  of  Canada,  says,  ''Tlie 
loss  of  the  most  important  enterprising,  lihcral,  and  "best  edn- 
(•utedi)erson  was  a  great  blow  t(»  the  country."     ButinlGCtB  he 
so  far  recovered  theauthority  that  tlu;  king  appointed  him  Lieu- 
tenant-General  for  Acadia,  and  in  lOCJ,  at  the  instance  of  his 
friend,  the  minister  Talon,  his  claims  on  the  title  of  Vicomte  de 
Fronsac  were  recognized  and  onU-red  to  be  enregistcred  by  the 
king,   Louis   XIV.     Four  others   were  enrolled  at  the  same 
time  with  him   in  the  nobility  of  New  Franc(>.  Canada.     In 
1672  there   was   published  in  P;!ris  his   history,  in   two    vol- 
umes, entitled,  "Descrii.tion  Gc.grai.hifpie  et'llistorique  de 
rAmeri(|Ue  Septentrionale  avee  Tllistoire  Xaturale  du  Fays." 
He  is  mentioned  by  Charlevoix  as  the  best  instructed  of  "the 
goveniors  of  New  France.     lie  m.  in  France  Margueri    ■  de 
La  Faye.     His  children,  born  in  France,  were:  *

the  Rose  Haunche,  etc.      He  was  one  of  the  most  prominent 
mentioned  in  the  history  of  Chester.     Name  very  freipient  in 
town  and  j)rovincial  records.     He  was  lay  [U'eachcr  in  absence 
of  minister  ami    deacon  of  the    church.     He    several    times
